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The ancient art of 


Serge Seminoff is an. artist who likes to 
work with living things. 

It’s not unusual for him to spend hours 
slowly and meticulously pruning a plant 
until he achieves just the right look, the 
look known worldwide as bonsai. 

“If you’re interested in it, you don’t 
need patience. Time is forgotten. It’s an 
accomplishment. If you fail, just try 
again,” he said. 

When Seminoff, retired manager of the 
Mt. Fugi Nursery Center in Upland, isn’t 
spending time with his own_ bonsai 
collection, he’s teaching the ancient art. 

Currently he is teaching Thursday night 
classes at the center. 

“Bonsai is like working with any other 
plant. It has therapeutic value,” he said. 
“Most of my students already love plants 
and bonsai allows them to work with a 
living thing, trying to duplicate what is 
found in nature.” 

Bonsai is not a flower arrangement. 
Normally, it doesn’t include any flowers at 
all, merely greenery in the form of small 
sculptures resembling trees. 

The plant’s trunk is emphasized. Expos- 
ing the trunk’s bark is encouraged. 

“It’s a live object you’re trying to 
develop into a natural art,’”’ Seminoff said 
with a smile. 

The Chinese originally developed bon- 
sai, but it wasn’t until the mid-1800s that 
the Japanese adopted it and turned.it into 
an art form, according to Seminoff. 

Bonsai means “planting in a dish.” 

The first worldwide bonsai show was in 
London in 1908. It went to New York tater 
that year. Although some people enjoyed 
the New York show, Seminoff said, most 
Americans didn’t find bonsai very interest- 
ing. 

But after World War Il, when so many 
Americans got a glimpse into the complex 
yet simple world of the Japanese, bonsai 
gained in popularity. That popularity 
continues today. 

Seminoff has been teaching bonsai for 
about 15 years. His students have been 
both men and women, old and young. 
Several Oriental women took his last class 
to learn about their ancestral art. 

“Women seem to enjoy it, maybe 
because of their mother/caring instincts. | 
don’t know. But I’ve had male electricians 
and truck drivers in class. The common 
link is that they all love plants,” he said. 

Seminoff once lived near a Japanese 
community in West Los Angeles. His 
interest in the Japanese culture was born 
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there and he started to study. He spent 
four years studying bonsai alone at the 
Japanese community center in West 
Covina. 

“When | started working at the nursery | 
suggested we teach bonsai here,” he said. 
“| am a believer in horticultural therapy, 
which is now very popular in England. | 
believe there is a connection between 
man and plants. They both are living 
organisms. The only difference is a plant 
can’t talk or move.” 

Seminoff had a bonsai collection of 75 
plants until a violent storm in the West 
Valley about four years ago reduced it to 
10. 

During their first lesson, students 
select the type of plant and planter they 
will use. Theoretically, any plant can be 
used for bonsai, but the most popular 
ones are in the juniper family. 

Students normally start with a one- 
gallon size plant, about 14 inches to two 
feet tall. Bonsai can be achieved by using 
plants as large as 33 inches. 

“| work with small to medium size 
plants. There are four kinds of styles - 
informal upright, which students begin 
with; then slanting a plant into a wind- 
swept; then to a cascade; and | also show 
students the broomstyle look with azaelas 
since most of them complain they want 
color,” he said. 

The instructor also shows students how 
to jin or strip the bark from an upright 
piece of tree to give it the look of a tree 
that has been struck by lightning. 

“Bonsai should not be stiff. It should 
project a relaxed, natural view, afterall 
nature is not stiff,” he said. 

Bonsai requires, probably, more time 
than most other plants, he said. Afterall 
the plant lives in a small planter and relies 
on its owner for care and watering. 

“If bonsai plants are neglected, it 
simply will go back to what it was. in 
nature. If they’re neglected too long, 
though, they’ll die just like any other 
plants,” he said. 

The art requires a specialized pruning, a 
kind which is never, never completed. 
During the first year, the exterior of the 
plant is pruned and later so are the roots. 

“The first. question people always ask 
me about my bonsai is ‘how old is it?’ 
Some are old but a person can give it an 
old appearance. Normally bonsai plants 
are about 30 years old but | have seen 
ones that are 150 years old. No two or 
alike,’”’ Seminoff said. 0

When Jack Simpson was 16 
years old he was skinny and 
the target of jokes because of 
his size. 

He decided then to start 
working with weights, building 
up his body. He’s been 
involved in bodybuilding and 
physical fitness ever since. 

“| got into body building just 
like about everyone else. | was 
skinny and wanted to build up 
my body,” he said with a laugh. 

After years of individual work 
and coaching weight training in 
high school, Simpson now 
owns Gold’s Gym in Upland. 

“I got my first job at a gym 
when | was 19. And | did some 
work with the YMCA in Ontario 
during my junior year in 
college,” he said. 

Simpson has a bachelor’s 
degree in physical education 
but he said his specialties are 
weight training and 
conditioning. 

“Conditioning and keeping 
one’s body in shape becomes a 
part of a person’s life. Weight 
training is my hobby as well as 
my occupation,” he said. 

The former Montclair High 
School coach now tries to help 
people build their self- 
confidence so they then can 
get their bodies into shape. 

“Weight lifting and 
conditioning helps a person 
get mentally, physically and 
emotionally prepared. They 
help keep one’s life in 
perspective,” he said. 
“Exercise is the best relaxant 
there is. They haven't invented 
a pill that can make a person 
relax. Health is a lifestyle.” 

Anyone can get into shape 
no matter what the age. 
Simpson said a person can 
start working out at 13 and he 
can keep going for the rest of 
his life. 

A person doesn’t have to be 
a “perfect physical specimen” 
to be a body builder, he said. 

Conditioning can be used as 
a tool to rehabilitate 
someone’s body or to build it 
up, the gym owner said. 
Although weight lifting and

conditioning. 


conditioning have played a 
major role in Simpson’s life, he 
doesn’t work out as much as 
he once did. 

“But | still enjoy teaching 
the best. Instruction here at my 
gym is one-on-one and that’s 
the best way to teach 
someone,” he said. 

Most of the gym’s clients are 
between 30 and 40 years old. 

An increased awareness of 
physical fitness has existed for 
the past five years and body 
building has benefited from the 
craze. 

“Body building now is more 
accepted by the public. 
Someone who now works on 
his or her body is not looked 


on as a freak,” he said. “Body 
building is a very competitive 
sport. A person competes 
against himself. He must have 
a positive attitude.” 

Body building also has 
become more popular with 
women. ‘During the last five 
years women’s body building 
has taken off. We’re seeing 
more shows at family places 
like Disneyland and Knott’s 
Berry Farm so the public is 
accepting it,” he said. 

“| was in a lot better shape 
when | was a P.E. teacher 
because !| don’t get to work out 
as much,” he said with a laugh.

The developer proposing to 
build a regional shopping mall in 
Rancho Cucamonga said last 
week that the schedule to have 
the mall operating by the Fall of 
1987 is still good. 

Daniel Felix, a vice president 
of the Ernest Hahn Co., told 100 
members of the Rancho 
Cucamonga Chamber of 
Commerce that his company 
plans to meet with city officials 
within 30 days to discuss the 
schedule. 

He said after the luncheon 
that within 30 days he will have 
the results of marketing studies 
being done by two department 
store chains and will know 
whether the chains can commit 
to the present schedule. 

The Broadway and May Co. 
department store chains are 
partners in the $120 million mall 
project and must be satisfied 
that there is a sufficient 
population and buying power in 
the market area before 
committing to locate in the 
regional shopping center by late 
1987, Felix said. 

The six-store, one million- 
square-foot shopping mall is 
proposed to be constructed ona 
100-acre site near the 
intersection of the Devore 
Freeway and Foothill Boulevard 
in Rancho Cucamonga. The mall 
will be called Victoria Gardens 
because it is adjacent to the 
Victoria planned community’s 
housing development, he said. 

Hahn officials first proposed 
the shopping mall to the city in 
1981 but were unable to work out 
a plan of financial assistance 
from the city’s redevelopment 
agency until last year, Felix said. 

After one previous design plan 
was rejected by the city, the city 
approved the specific plan for 
the shopping center in April.

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Felix said the architects 
already are designing the first 
phase of the project, which 
should take 17 months to design 
and build. The first phase will 
include four large department 
stores and smaller retail stores. 
The second phase, with the 
additional two large stores, 
should take another two years to 
build after the first phase is 
completed, he said. 

Hahn officials are talking to 
representatives of the Bullocks, 
Sears, Nordstroms, J.C. Penney 
and Harris department store 
chains. 

Market studies by the two 
partner stores were expected to 
be completed by now, but Felix 
said his firm still is awaiting 
their results on the size of the 
trade area centered in Rancho 
Cucamonga but including other 
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areas nearby. 

He told the chamber members 
that one school of thought holds 
that a trade area should have 
approximately 300,000 residents 
and $2 billion worth of annual 
purchasing power for a shopping 
mall to be justified. 

Once built, the mall should 
generate up to $200 million in 
annual gross sales, Felix said. 

His comment drew a smile 
from City Manager Lauren 
Wasserman who sat nearby. The 
city receives one percent of all 
sales in the form of sales tax. 
The shopping mall, therefore, 
could mean $2 million per year in 
sales tax revenue for the city. 

Felix told the chamber 
members that the shopping 
center, with its stores and 
restaurants, will be aimed ata 
consumer with high standards. 
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“This area is growing not only 
in the number of people... but it 
is also growing in sophistication, 
rising expectations and rising 
demands,” he said. 

Felix downplayed the 
possibility that other proposals 
for regional malls in the West 
Valley would have a negative 
impact on his proposal. 


The mall proposed for the 
Chino Hills is not going to be 
completed, if at all, until after 
the Rancho Cucamonga mall is 
done, he said. The Ontario 
speedway development is ‘‘not a 
factor’ and the expansion of the 
Montclair Plaza may be a ruler by 
which the Rancho Cucamonga 
mall’s potential success is 
measured. 


“We’re watching the Montclair 
expansion because the success

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Consultant urges 
reduced number 
of Upland parks

Upland’s current recreation 
park acreage standards should 
be halved, according to city 
consultants. 

The report says the number of 
city parks is adequate for the 
current population but 
improvements to existing ones 
are needed. 

Castaneda and Associates has 
submitted a draft report to the 
committee saying the city 


Frank Guzowski, parks and 
recreation committee chairman, 
said the consultants’ report 
reaffirms his group’s findings 
about the need to reduce 
acreage standards. 

“| haven’t examined the report 
in detail. We as a committee will 
do that at our next meeting, but | 
think the consultants’ report 
puts everything into perspective. 
Considering the cost of land in 
Upland, the cost of developing it 
and maintaining it, 10 acres is 
very expensive,” Guzowski said. 
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“The committee would love to 
keep the standards at 10 acres 
per 1,000 but that isn’t realistic.” 

In addition to the 
recommendation concerning 
acreage standards, the report 
includes information about 
Upland’s historical sites; current 
parks and recreation; and future 
needs. 

According to the report, 
Upland has several unmet needs 
regarding parks. They include 
the following: 

@ The need for more playing 
fields especially to 
accommodate adult sports 
particularly softball.

The National Recreation and 
Park Association yardstick 
endorses a minimum acreage 
standard of 6.25 acres per 1,000 
population.

@ The need for public tennis CENTER 
courts. 

@ The need for an additional 
senior activity center, which 
should be located in the 
southern portion of the city. 

To finance the park 
improvements needed in Upland, 
the consultants said the city 
only has three funding sources 
available — the park 
development fund, community 
block grants and the sale of 
acquired but undeveloped park 
land.

“With due consideration of 
the foregoing conditions, a park 
land standard of four acres per 
1,000 population is appropriate 
and achievable. This standard is 
within the mid-range of the 
standards adopted by 
neighboring jurisdictions,” the 
consulting report said. 

Based on old standards and an 
Upland population of 50,000, the 
city now should have 500 acres 
of park land. Upland only has 220 
acres currently with only 135 
acres developed. 

The city began discussing 
lowering park acreage standa:ds 
last summer. 
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The recreation department 
applied and is scheduled to 
receive this year funding from 
the federal community block 
grant program for several park 
improvement projects.

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Council 
doubles 
its salary

Upland City Council members 
have doubled their salaries. 


The council now will receive 
$500 per month. 


Councilwoman Dina Hunter 
was the only official voting 
against the move. 


“You can’t do something like 
this for the salary,” she said 
after discussion of the item. 
“When you’re nearing a salary 
that some people make for 
working eight hours then a 
council member starts becoming 
somewhat of a city employee 
instead of a representative of the 
people. The council job is 
something you do not do for the 
salary.” 


State law allows councils in 
cities with a population between 
50,000 and 75,000 to be paid 
stipends of $500 monthly. 
Upland’s population recently 
edged over the 54,000 mark and 
City Attorney Don Maroney 
presented the board with an 
ordinance providing for the 
salary hike. 


The council voted 4-1 in favor 
of the salary change, and it is 
expected to become effective in 
about one month. 


Although the state provided 
for the salary change, the 
council was not required to 
adopt it, according to Maroney. 


The Upland council now joins 
its Ontario counterparts as the 
highest paid city officials in the 
West Valley. Each of the cities’ 
five council members will earn 
$500 per month. The Chino City 
Council continues to be the 
lowest paid elected board at 
$200 a month. 


The state law allowing the 
raises became effective June 26. 
Most all of the West Valley city 
councils are raising their 
salaries because of the law. The 
effective dates of the changes 
differ in each city depending 
upon when they conduct their 
elections, either in odd or even 
years. 


Ontario City Council members 
raised their pay last month but 
the increases don’t become 
effective until 1986. 


Upland Mayor Richard 
Anderson will also receive 
another $100 because of his 
position as chairman of the 
council. The board regularly 
meets twice a month but is 
available whenever city business 
dictates. 


The council pay raise is the 
first for the Upland board in at 
least the past five years.

The Rancho Cucamonga 
Community Advisory 
Commission moved closer to 
finding its identity last week 
when it agreed on a document 
outlining its purpose, the 
commission’s goal and 
guidelines to protect 
commissioners from being 
removed by the City Council 
without just cause. 

The new document, given 
initial approval last Thursday, 
will eventually be sent to the 
City Council for review, possible 
alteration and approval ending 
several year’s struggle by 
commissioners for an identity 
and clear role in city 
government. 

Commissioners led by Don 
Baer and Jim Banks 
strengthened the commission’s 
role over that proposed by a 
three-member subcommittee of 
the commission led by Chairman 
Paul Saldana. 

Saldana’s subcommittee 
proposed that the resolution to 
the council not include a code of 
ethics, not mention the concept 
of two-tiered government and 
not define what actions on the 
parts of commissioners could 
result in removal by the City 
Council. 

Baer and Banks said it was 
crucial to have a paragraph in 

the document’s prologue 
reminding the council that the 
citizens who fought for 
incorporation of the city in 1977 
promised a two-tiered form of. 
government to guarantee that 
each of the three communities 
incorporating as Rancho 
Cucamonga would have 
influence in the new city’s 
direction. 

State law prohibited the two- 
council form of government ina 
general law city so the founding 
fathers agreed to the next best 
thing, creating a community 
advisory commission made up of 
five residents from each of the 
communities of Etiwanda, Alta 

Loma and Cucamonga, Banks 
said. 

Saldana said he was told that 
the concept of the two-tiered 
government “wasn’t necessarily 
true.” 

Responded Baer, “There were 
promises made during the 
incorporation. It (CAC) was a

very important part of 
incorporation. This (addition) 
says, ‘hey, the CAC is important 
and if you want to downgrade it 
importance you’re breaching a 
promise made by the 
incorporators.” 

Commissioner John Bookhout 
wondered about the need for 
inserting the paragraph on two- 
tiered government and admitted 
that he did not think the 
resolution would make any 
difference with the City Council. 

“I’m trying to be pragrnatic,” 
he said. 

The commission agreed that 
it’s purpose is to advise the City 
Council and Planning 
Commission; report citizen 
opinion to the council and 
commission, act as a sounding 
board for citizen ideas, 
encourage policies supported by 
a majority of citizens and 
community; discourage policies 
opposed by a majority of citizens 
and community; provide a forum 
for community debate of 
community issues and serve as a 
liason between the community, 
the City Council and planning 
commission, 

The goal of discouraging 
policies opposed by the majority 
of citizens was added to the 
resolution by an 8-3 vote, with 
commissioners Sally Riehn, 
Saldana and Bookhout voting no 

Bookhout said he thought the 
phrase was negative and simply 
restated what is implied in the 
role of encouraging policies 
supported by a majority of 
residents. 

Riehn opposed the role 
altogether, saying that the 
commission should not be 
locked to supporting what a 
majority of the community 
supports. 


“The majority may not be 
aware of all of the facts,” she 
said. “What if what the majority 
wants isn’t something that’s 
best for the community.” 


She said the commission 
hasn’t supported the majority 
view in opposing making the 
mayor’s office a separate term 
and opposing fireworks. 


But the commission left the 
role of representing the majority 
in the resolution after 
Commissioner Patricia Gearhart 
said, ‘‘What is our government if 
we’re not in support of the 
majority of citizens.”

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How to be a great conversationalist

One thing confessed when a 
person is candidly honest is that 
he would like to be a good 
conversationalist. The saddest 
misconception about this is that 
we usually think of a good 
conversationalist as one who | 
talks all the time. 


The most creative part of 
being involved in a conversation 
is cultivating the art of good 
listening. If you wish to see how 
good you are at this, try to listen 
to someone for 30 minutes 
without expressing a single 
opinion of your own, while 
keeping the other person sharing 
his thoughts. 


When you’ve discovered the 
art of listening, you know that 
you can keep a conversation 
going for hours by showing 
interest, and making the 
appropriate comments such as 


an honest, “Tell me more about 
it.” 

This is the basic technique of 
psychiatrists. They are not afraid 
of a period of silence or to give a 
word of encouragement through 
a well-placed question. They are 
trained at hearing, but they hear 
more than words. 

People will talk to us if we will 
listen. People love to express 
their feelings, because most feel 
insecure and have a low sense of 
self-worth. 

The rare individual is the one 
who knows how to listen without 
injecting his own personality 
into the conversation. 

Another good check is to see 
whether you can spend an hour 
in a group without using the 
words “I,” ‘“‘me,” ‘“‘my” or 
“mine.” This is a good exercise 
in keeping attention from one’s 
self-centered interest and good 
training to be aware of what 
other people are feeling and are 
concerned about. 


Learning to be aware of 
another’s feelinas is primary to 
being an aware person. Few 
people have learned to be aware 
of feelings rather than the 
objective fact. When you draw 
this distinction, you will be 
surprised at the whole new area 
of human relations that will open 
up to you. 

For instance, Dick Carter was 
having a great deal of difficulty 
in his marriage and asked for 
help. Divorce seemed imminent 
and it almost seemed like a 
waste of time to spend any effort 
saving the marriage because of 
the conflict. Things were so bad 
that the wife would not come for 
a counseling interview. 

From what the husband 
related about the marriage, and 
aimost with a sense of 
desperation, it was suggested 
that he adopt the policy of 
reacting only to her feelings 
rather than to the words she 
expressed. While neither of us 


believed that this reacting would 
help, Dick said that he would try 
it. 

When he arrived home that 
evening his wife met him witha 
tirade, asking why he was so 
inconsiderately late. He gave a 
calm answer about her feelings, 
and this set off a verbal landslide 
about not knowing where he 
was, and the accusation that he 
was probably stepping out with 
another woman. 

The change was dramatic in 
him, because for the first time in 
his marriage he began to 
understand how she felt. Out of 
the understanding of their 
feelings, they were able to 
become a very well-adjusted 
famiiy. 

Learning to listen not just to 
words but also to feelings is 
extremely important in and out 
of the home. If you wish to be a 
good conversationalist in public, 
cr at home, learn to listen. Then 
expand your listenina ability to 


be alert for those things that are 
very important feelings, so that 
you can hear the real motivating 
forces of people. 

Soon you will hear feelings 
rather than just words. That’s 
when you will be a truly great 
conversationalist. | guarantee it. 

Dick heard her feelings and 
held onto his emotions and used 
the sentence we had agreed on. 

_ In acalm manner he said, 
“Would you like to tell me how 
you feel about this?” 

Emotionally she blew off a 
great deal of steam, but in all the 
words her real feeling started to 
come out and with it the real 
cause of her irritation. 

Dick was sensitive enough to 
be aware that this was leading to 
some of the real causes of their 
difficulty, so he continued this 
practice for the next three weeks 
and reported that not only were 
their quarrels less frequent, but 
his wife’s attitude began to 
improve.

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City won’t slow apartment construction

The city of Rancho 
Cucamonga will not act to slow 
the construction of apartments 
which some city officials believe 
are being built at too high a rate 
compared to the construction of 
single family homes. 

The city council voted 3-2 last 
Wednesday not to take any 
action to slow the construction 
of apartments. Council members 
Pam Wright and Dick Dahl were 
the two votes in favor of taking 
action, which might have 
included setting mininum square 
footage requirements, requiring 
all apartments to be built to 
condominium standards and 
ending the city’s endorsement of 
tax-exempt bonds to give 
apartment builders financial 
incentives. 

The vote ended more than two 
months of discussions and 
followed a 22-hour debate that 
included the top developers in 
the city and residents concerned 
with the size of single-family 
homes. 

Councilmen Chuck Buquet 
and Jeff King disputed the 
claims by Dahl and Wright that 
there was a major problem with 
the number of apartments being 
built. 

Both men said the current 
proliferation of apartments is 
just a cycle in the market and 
the market will change when the 
demand for apartments is met. 

The two men said they had 
faith in the balance of 
apartments to single-family 
homes spelled out in the city’s 
general plan, which designates

how land in the city may be 
used. 

Buquet said there is a need for 
rental housing in Rancho 
Cucamonga for the children of 
the city’s residents, going out on 
their own, who can not yet afford 
to buy a house. 

“1 really think that an 
economic balance is vital toa 
well-planned, long-term 
community,” he said. 

King, Buquet and Mayor Jon 
Mikels agreed that the building 
standards imposed by the city 
are already high and need not be 
increased. 

The men also rejected 
alternatives including 
amendment of the city’s general 
plan to lower densities and 
adoption of a growth control 
plan setting an annual rate of 
apartment construction. 

However, Mikels indicated 
that he is still interested in 
having the city council consider 
not approving future tax exempt 
bonds for apartment builders. He 
had spearheaded an effort last 
month to rescind inducement 
resolutions for previously 
approved bond issues. 

Mikels voted not to take any 
action now, indicating his plan 
to address the bond issue as 
individual projects come before 
the council. 

There has been an expression 
of concern by the city’s 
residents over the proliferation 
of apartments, according to 
Wright, who supported the most 
controls. 

Wright proposed that bonds 
no longer be issued; apartments 
be built to higher, condominium 
standards; a minimum square

footage of 1,100 square feet be 
adopted; and the general plan’s 
land-use designations be re- 
examined for possible lowering 
of densities The latter proposal 
was recommended earlier this 
year by the Rancho Cucamonga 
Community Advisory 
Commission. 

“| believe it’s time for us to 
take action and do something,” 
she said. 

Dahl supported the 
requirement that all apartments 
be built to condominium 
standards, a minimum square- 
footage be adopted and the 
council not support tax-exempt 
bonds for apartment builders for 
“awhile.” 

Arguing for minimum square- 
footage requirements, Dahi said 
other cities have found that 
when the size of the apartment 
is increased so is its quality. 

Those arguing that the city’s 
building standards are already 
high, that the planning review 
process is sufficient and the 
city’s general plan strikes the 
proper balance of apartments to 
single-family homes included 
the developers of the Terra Vista 
planned community which 
proposes 8,000 homes, 
apartments and condominiums;

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Upland won’t let city park users serve alcohol

Alcohol will not be served in 
any of Upland’s parks, according 
to the city council. 

Upland officials have decided 
against amending a current 
ordinance to allow wine 
consumption at Magnolia Park. 

The city’s parks and recreation 
committee proposed amending 
Upland’s current ordinance to 
allow wine to be consumed in 
community centers at the parks. 
Only Magnolia Park on San 
Antoino Avenue has sucha 
center. 


Officials have cited public 
outcry against the move and 
opposition from the Upland 
Police Department as reasons 
for rejecting the proposal.

Both sides gear up for battle 
over R.C. parks assessments

The political battle over parks 
assessments in Rancho 
Cucamonga heated up alittle 
more last week with one group 
saying it would jaunch an 
initiative drive on the issue, and 
another group saying it was 
forming to fight the opponents. 

Mike Mahoney of Cucamonga 
Citizens Coalition — Fighting 
Abusive Taxation (CCC-FAT) said 
his group is forming a political 
arm and will launch an initiative 
drive next month to require voter 


approval of all new assessments. 


Mahoney statement followed 
an announcement last Thursday 
by the head of a city commission 
that a another citizens group is 
being formed to combat CCC- 
FAT. 

Paul Saldana, the chairman of 
the Community Advisory 
Commission, told the 
commission Thursday that he 
and some friends are forming 
the Benefit Assessment Citizens 
Support Group. 

Although Saldana encouraged 
interested commissioners to join 
in supporting his group, he said 
he was forming it as an 
individual, not in his capacity as 
the commission’s chairman, and

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people. 

“We're not against 
assessment districts,” he said. 
“We're against them not being 
voted on. We believe that 
Proposition 13 intended for them 
to be voted on, that the courts 
will eventually come around to 
our way of thinking.” 

Until the courts rule on the 
legality of forming assessment 
districts without a public vote, 
Mahoney said his group wil! 
have to settle the issue locally 
through an initiative. 

He said the initative has been 
drafted by an attorney and will 
be aimed at the next city 
election in November of 1986. 


Mohoney plans to submit the 
notice of the initiative to the city 
clerk next week and begin 
collecting the signatures of 
registered voters a month from 
then. 


The initiative would require all 
new assessments to be subject 
to voter approval, he said. 

In preparation, he said the 
papers are being submitted to 
properly license CCC-PAC with 
the state. But he disputed a 
claim by Wasserman that the 
group is already political and is 
running newspaper ads without 
the proper registration.

in the beginning there was the 
Word. And the Word came from 
Ray Charles’ manager: 

“Mr. Charles will give only one 
interview. You may or may not 
receive that interview. If you do, 
Mr. Charles will call Tuesday 
after 11 a.m. 

“If Mr. Charles does not call 
Tuesday, he may call Wednesday 
or Thursday.” 

He didn’t call. 

The new Word was: 

“Mr. Charles has the list of 
people who want interviews. He 
is on the road and will make 
calls if he gets the chance.” 

Oh. 

Brother Ray is known as a 
tough interview. Tough to get 
hold of. 

So what to do while waiting 
for that call. Review notes, that’s 
what. 

in September 1964, in Dallas, 
4,000 people — ‘“‘mostly young 
people, but not teenagers” — 
rioted when Charles did not 
perform. 

Seems the IRS had impounded 
the box-office receipts and Ray 
Charles had a policy of not 
playing until he was paid. 

Over the years, reviews on 
Charles’ performance have been 
good and bad, often for the same 
show. Without fail however his 
rendition of “Georgia on My 

Mind” has clutched at the 
Adam’s apple of even the 
harshest critic. 


A star is spawned: 

One of his 1967 shows in San 
Diego included a young 
sideman, Billy Preston, recruited 
from the house band of the TV 
show “‘Shindig.” George 
Harrison later saw Preston ona 
BBC-Ray Charles special and 
signed him to the Beatles’ Apple 
record label. (Charles’ own label 
was called Tangerine back then.) 

That’s how stars are made. 
Sometimes. 


Say it again, Sam: 

Equally as durable as a 
Charles rendition of ‘“‘Georgia”’ 
has been a quote attributed to 
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Frank Sinatra: ‘‘Ray Charles is 
the only genius in our business.” 
The quote goes back at least to 
1966, but with each appearance 
it is reprinted as if it were coined 
yesterday. 

The quote once was attributed 
to Sammy Davis Jr., with Sinatra 
(in the same paragraph) saying 
Charles is the only ‘‘giant” in the 
business. 


Nag, nag, nag: 

In 1979 Charles said, “They’ve 
called me genius, something I’ve 
never called myself. I’ve strived 
all my life to be good, never 
famous.” 

Charles once sent the 
Raelettes home from a recording 
session and did the background 
vocals himself. He strives that 
hard. 

It is that striving that 
sometimes makes a Charles 
performance sound like a 
rehearsal. It is common to hear 
Charles gripe about the sound or 
call out musical directions to his 
orchestra in the middle of a 
song. 


The measure of the man 
“Soul is when you can take a 
song and make it a part of you — 

a part so true so real, people 
think it must have happened to 
you.” 

On that standard, in his own 
words, Charles is the 
embodiment of soul. 

That particular quality has 
enabled him to affect the course 
of jazz, country, rock ‘n’ roll, 
rhythm and blues and pop 
music. Perhaps no artist has 
ever touched as many 
disciplines. 


Pray for a lost soul: 

“1 try to bring out my soul so 
that people can understand what 
| am. | want people to feel my 
soul.” 

Charles said that in 1966.

trying to bring out his soul and 
started playing light pop, show 
tunes and (briefly, thank God) 
disco. 

The soul returned in a brilliant 
recording of “Porgy and Bess”’ 
with Cleo Laine in 1976. Charles’ 
current return to country music 
may be his way of groping back 
through the darkness. 

Some of his best was on the 
early Modern Sounds of Country 
and Western Music albums. He 
brought soul to country music 
with those songs, and helped 
revolutionize the industry. 


Doubling up::- 

Question: What do Julio 
Iglesias and Ray Charles have in 
common? 

Answer: In a shameless bid for 
stardom the relatively obscure 
(in this country, anyway) Iglesias 
released an album of duets sung 
with major stars. Charles, on the 
other hand, released Friendship, 
an album of duets with 
established country stars like 
Hank Williams Jr., Mickey Gilley, 
Janie Fricke, Willie Nelson and 
Johnny Cash. 

it is not known whether he has 
ever sung with Julio Iglesias. 


The rise, fall and rise: 

in 1966 Charles wore a 
diamond Braille watch, was 
chauffered about in a purple 
Cadillac, lived in a $300,000 
house in the View Park section 
of Los Angeles and swam in a 
piano-shaped pool with tiie steps 
fashioned into a keyboard. There 
was nothing he couldn’t do, 
including sometimes taking over 
the controls of his 50-seat plane. 

He had sold 15 million 
records, composed 100 songs, 
and had sung in 21 countries 
before 8 million people. 

Late in 1966 Charles was fined 
$10,000, given a two-year 
suspended sentence and four 
years’ probation for his 
celebrated drug arrest at 
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Boston’s Logan Airport two 
years earlier. At his sentencing, 
doctors testified that he had 
kicked the drug habit. 

“Don’t let anyone tell you that 
any kind of stimulant does 
anything to advance a career. 


‘ That’s a lot of bunk. If you can’t 


do it naturally, stimulants won’t 
help.” — at a press conference 
in 1967. 

June 8, 1967, was Ray Charles 
Day in L.A. and later that year he 
founded and taught a jazz music 
program at the New York School 
for the Blind. 

On the other hand, he 
appeared on “Hee-Haw” in 
December 1980, the year he 
celebrated his 50th birthday, the 
year he dipped into disco. 

The following year he pressed 
his hands into wet cement in 
front of Mann’s Chinese Theater 
and had a star dedicated on the

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Hollywood Walk of Fame. His 
star is No. 1,740. 
In 1983, UCLA awarded 


i Charles its Distinguished 


Humanitarian Award. 

How is he doing these days? 

These days, everyone wants to 
sing with Ray Charles. 

During the taping of “‘We Are 
the World” more than a few big- 
name singers said they were 
awed by Charles’ presence, and 
he was delightfully accorded the 
honor of closing out the song. 

Finally, from a June 1985 
review of one of his 
performances: ‘‘When Ray 
Charles displays the kind of 
spirit, inspiration and sheer 
technique he showed Friday ... 
he may well be the finest singer 
in America.” 

Sounds like Ray Charles is at 
the top of his form again. 

Now, if only he’d call. ... 
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Few people who stroll into 
the parking lot behind city hall 
will find a city planner driving 
out in a Mercedes or Porsche 
and many of those who do 
drive out, will not be coming 
back.

privileges, car allowances, and 
more flexible hours further add 
to the private sector appeal. 

‘(Equipped with) their 
expense accounts, they get to 
go to lunch with the big boys,” 
says Young, adding “that’s 
frowned upon here (because of 
the fear). The developers think 
they can buy you out.” 

Also, planners with public 
agencies tend to do more 
reviewing and less planning, a 
source of frustration to some 
who want to do more creative 
work. 

At the entry-level, public 
salaries tend to run higher, but 
when the planner reaches the 
3-5 year stage of expertise 
roles are reversed. Top private 
sector salaries range up to 
$100,000, if not more, while 
senior city officials can best 
hope for a figure closer to 
$50,000. 

But wage incentives alone 
may not be enough to lure the 
bulk of planners away. 

And, job security, may be 
one of the contributing factors 
that gives Babicz and other city 
officials more leverage to keep 
employees aboard. 

Traditionally, the public 


sector has provided a 
stronghold for jobs when the 
economy’s depressed and the 
private sector is apt to be 
laying off people. 

Also, public agencies 
provide healthy retirement and 
medical insurance plans which 
private firms do not always 
offer. 

But on the flip side, public 
employees operate in a highly 
pressured environment, facing 
long hours, sometimes 60-80 
hour work weeks in order to 
complete a project, and receive 
only a fixed wage rate. 

“They (planners) have 
hundreds of developers on 
them all the time,” says 
Rancho Cucamonga City 
Manager Lauren Wasserman.“ 
The work load is unbelievable.” 

Young agrees," there’s a 
strong burn-out factor 
involved.” 

At the same time, city 
planners are honing skills, 
such as knowledge of public 
jurisdiction, which are equally 
as important in the private 
sector.

Central busing distance to stay 
same as it was last school year

Safety considerations led the 
governing board of theCentral 
School District to decide last 
week not to change the 
distances at which students will 
be eligible to ride the bus to 
school. 

Saying the considerations 
outweighed possible financial 
savings, the school board voted 
not to increase distances 
students must live from schools 
to be eligible for bus 
transportation. 

Board members authorized the 
district’s staff to look at some 
exemptions granted to 
neighborhoods close to schools 
where there have been problems 
such as the lack of stop lights. 

“+ looked at it for safety first 
of all,” said board President 
Richard Alexander. 

The district’s staff wanted to 
reduce transportation costs by 
limiting areas eligible for busing. 

Under the plan students in 
kindergarten could still live 
three-quarters of a mile from 
school to be eligible to ride the 
bus, but students in the first 
through third grade would have 
the eligibility distance increased 
from three-quarters of a mile to 
one mile. 

Students in grades four and 
five could still live one mile from 
school and catch the bus but 
students in grades six, seven 


and eight would have had to live 
two miles away from their junior 
high school. 

Approximately 20 parents 
attended Wednesday’s meeting 
to protest the changes on safety 
grounds. 

“No one meant to imply that 
the district didn’t mean to think 
of safety,” Alexander said. 

If the changes had been 
implemented, they were 
expected to affect 221 students, 
or 7.7 percent of the student 
population, according to 
Assistant Superintendent Tom 
Garnella. He said most of the 
students that would no longer be 
eligible, 61 percent, would have 
been at the sixth and seventh 
grade level. 

Alexander said he also 
thought it was unfair to make the 
busing changes at the junior 
high school level after recently 
encouraging sixth graders to 
attend the junior high schools. 

Another reason for his 
negative vote was the effect on 
attendance. 

“Potentially, if you did cut the 
busing, you could affect 
attendance,” he said. 


But other board members said 
they joined the unanimous vote 
against the changes for one 
main reason — safety. 


Trustee Debbie Baker said the 
traffic at Foothill Boulevard is 
increasing as Rancho 
Cucamonga grows. “Even with a 







light at Hellman it can be 
dangerous to cross,” she said. 


Trustee Jack McKelvey said 
changes threatened the safety of 
too many students. 


“| think there are some 
alternatives that we could have 
done that would not encompass 
quite so many kids,” he said. “‘! 
really think the whole issue is 
safety.” 


But McKelvey said the 
proposal was constructive 
because it will get parents to 
think about the day when the 
district can no longer afford to 
provide bus transportation and 
may have to charge fees.

“We have the discretion in 
terms of salary to go in and get 
who we want,” says Lloyd Zola, 
owner of Forma-Planning 
Network in Ontario, a private 
consulting firm.

Carden Arbor View School in 
Upland must make specific 
improvements to its facility if it 
is to begin a new school year 
next month. 

Although school 
administrators asked the city for 
time extensions for the 
improvements, Upland City 
Council members instead 
imposed still further restrictions 
on the project. 

The council recently spent 
more than one hour discussing 
the best configuration for a 
necessary enlarged parking lot 
off San Antonio Avenue. 

Although the city’s 
engineering department 
recommended adding a third 
lane to the current lot, the 
council said the move would add 
to congestion and potential 
danger to motorists and 
pedestrians. 

Instead the council agreed to 
allow the school to enlarge the 
current lot, but leave only two 
traffic lanes. 

Council member Dina Hunter 
was the only one voting against 
allowing the school to simply 
enlarge its current lot. She said 
she favored the city engineering 
department recommendation. 

The council said the school 
must have ail of its 
improvements dealing with 
public safety (the enlarged 
parking lot is needed to 
accommodate emergency 
vehicles) completed before the

He said the need for 
maintenance and operation 
funds should keep the tax on 
single-family homes below the 
proposed $75 per year ceiling. 

Lewis Homes Officials have 
been more involved in the new 
district’s formation and believe 
the new district “looks much 
better than the last one,” 
according to Kay Matlock, Lewis 
Homes’ project manager for 
Terra Vista.

Britain’s most enduring 
legend, King Arthur and the 
Knights of the Round Table, will 
be seen on anew set of stamps 
issued Sept. 3 by England. 

Sir Thomas Malory’s epic 
work, ‘‘Le Morte D’Arthur,”’ was 
first printed 500 years ago by 
William Caxton. 


This issue of stamps 
highlights some of the main 
legends of King Arthur and his 
queen, knights and friends. A 17- 
pence stamp shows Arthur 
conferring with Merlin; a 22 
pence, the Lady of the Lake with 
the sword, Excalibur; a 31 pence, 
Queen Guinevere and Sir 
Lancelot fleeing Camelot on 
horseback; and, on a 34 pence, 
we find Sir Galahad praying 
during his quest for the Holy 
Grail. 


Malory compiled ‘‘Morte 
D’Arthur’” during the Wars of the 
Roses — most probably while he 
was serving a prison sentence in 
Newgate Jail. He did not invent 
the stories but drew from earlier 
sources describing how Arthur 
unified Britain with the help of | 


the wizard Merlin; how the rat 


Round Table came to ruin when: - 
Lancelot fell in love with 
Guinevere; and how Arthur 
received a deadly wound during 
his nephew’s (Mordred) 

rebellion.
